TROUBLE AHEAD. 


The Msroa Marriage Association Mana- 


gers to be Brought Into Court. 


The following rather startling para- 


graph (startling to the parries directly 
concerned) appeared in the Chicago 
Tribune of yesterday as a special tele- 
gram from Springfield: 


Auditor Swigert has officially notified 


Attorney General McCartney to begin 
proceedings against the marriage associa- 
tions organized in this state to test their 
right to exist and transact busiuess under 
the laws of Illinois. None of these con- 
cerns have done much business, having 
discovered from the articles published 
some time ago in tlie Tribune that the 
state authorities considered such corpora- 
tions illegal, and did not propose to allow 
them to carry on business without a con- 
test in the courta. Proceedings will be 
first commenced hi the Macon county cir- 
cuit court against the concern located at 
Maroa, which appears to be the only one 
that has made any particular efforts to 
rope in suckers. 


The association at Maroa, which was 


incorporated under the state laws as the 
"Illinois Marriage Association," have a 
fine office in that town. Their agents in 
this city are Gay & Carter, and they have 
local agenta in various cities and towns. 
The extent of the business transacted by 
the association is unknown to us; but the 
other day one of the officers stated to a 
reporter that "business is booming," and 
that a corps of clerks was kept busy con- 
stantly answering letters and filling blanks 
for appplicants. 
The association does 


business on the mutual benefit plan. An 
unmarried man or woman joins the assn 
ciation, and when he or she| chooses a 
partner for life, an assessment is made 
which gives the beneficiary one or two 
thousand dollars to give him a good start 
iu life. 


SOTHIXn DONE AS YF.C. 


This forenoon a reporter called upon 


State's Attorney Johns and learned that 
as yet he had received no instructions 
from Attorney General McCartney to pro- 
ceed against the Illinois Marriage Asso- 
ciation. He has iu his office the brief of 
Mr. McCartney, which is an arraignment 
of the association, pronouncing it founded 
on wrong business principles, and also the 
brief of Judge Nelson, who contends that 
the business of the association is in every 
respect legal aud proper under the laws 
of Illinois. The iucorporators aud man- 
agers of the association are all men of re- 
spectability and integrity, and stand well 
in the community in which they reside. 


On frequent visits to the state capital 


Mr. Johns has had talks with Mr. Swigcrt 
and Mr. McCartney abiiut the business of 
the association, and the above extract 
from the Tribune indicates clearly that 
the state officials aic getting ready for 
business, not to maliciously prosecute tlie 
association, but to have the courts render 
a decision as to the legality of its Inibi- 
liess.
